To  ■'.he  Maj/or,  Alderaen  and  Meuihers  of  the  Borough  Council  of 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

view  of  the  increased  pressure  of  work,  and  the  necessity  strict 
econony  in  the  use  of  paper,  the  Tfelsh  Board  of  Health,  in  Circular  206?  (Wales) 
dated  19th.  July  19A0,  gave  instructions  that  Medical  Officers  should  report,^ in 
respect  of  the  year  1939,  only  upon  urgent  matters  which  have  affected  the  public 
health  during  the  year. 

-this  reason,  and  the  fact  that  the  basic  sta'  is  ics  usually  supplied 
by  the  Registrar  General  have  not  been  received  in  respect  of  the  year  1939,  it  has 
not  been  found  possible  to  include  in  my  report  the  usuo.l  statistical  tables. 

Area:  No  change  of  boundary  took  place  during  the  year;  the  area  of  the  Borough 

therefore  remained  at  6,243  statutory  acres. 
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Financial  Circumstances;  The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  in  respect  of  the  year 
beginning  1st.  April  1939  was  £60,437  and  the  product  of  a penny  rate  £232. 

Social  Conditions;  The  industries  referred  to  in  my  pro/ioUc  Annual  Reports 

continued  to  operate  in  and  around  the  area  during  the  year  and  no  incident 
has  come  to  notice  to  suggest  that  the  proximiiy  of,  or  employment  of  the 
residents  in  such  industries  has  detrimentally  affected  the  health  of  the 
Borough.

Arrangements  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
were  the  same  as  described  in  my  last  annual  report. 

Health  Officers:  The  personnel  responsible  for  the  conduct  and  supervision  of  the 

health  services  remained  unchanged  during  the  year,  and  the  Borough  continued 
to  benefit  from  the  several  services  and  facilities  described  in  my  report 
for  1938,  viz..  Laboratory  Facilities,  Ambulance  Facilities  (though  still, 
in  my  opinion,  inadequate)  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Hospital  Sei-vices  and  the 
■ Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Y^ater  and  Y/ater  Supplies;  The  v/ater  supplies  have  been  maintained,  v/ithin  the 

Borough,  in  a satisfactory  condition  throughout  the  year.  The  sources  of 
supply  are  as  previously  reported,  namely  the  Birkenhead  Mains,  the  Coed 
Onn  Gathering  Grounds,  Birkenhead  Yfater  from  the  Holywell  R.  D.  Council’s 
Mains  for  the  high  level  portions  of  Bagillt  and  the  sources  in  Bagillt 
supplying  the  lov/  level  area  from  Gra-j.g,  FfyrrafDn  Rheevn  ar.d  Garreg  Lydan 
Reservoirs.  At  the  last  mentioned  place  the  supply  has  been  cut  off  and  a 
supply  of  Birkenhead  Water  substl'kited. 

Chlorination  of  the  water  rt  Coed  Ou.  and  also  at  Graig 
has  been  continuous  ■uhroughout  'the  yeuy  and  tne  resuH-Os  have  been  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage;  Owing  to  the  cutbre.  k of  w<xr  it  has  not  been  considered 

advisable  to  proceed,  for  the  time  ceing,  with  tne  ooheme  referred  to  in  my 
last  annual  report. 

Sanitary  Inspection:  Your  Sanitary  Inspector  took  promo,  and  e-^fective  action  to 

remedy  sanitary  defects  found  in  the  co-ur^e  of  1.  sev  o 1 routine  and
